A MOST IMPORTANT EVENT 


E FRENCH -proposal to Germany, 

announced Tuesday evening by Mr. 
Schuman, has taken the world by sur- 
prise. But it ts a very pleasant surprise. 
The French government has proposed to 
the German nation much more than con- 
cessions on this and that. The French 
have proposed that they take the first 
but also by all odds the most important 
step towards a final liquidation of the 
Franco-German conflict in Europe. . 

The essence of the proposal is that the 
big industries of Western Europe, funda- 
mentally coal and steel, which are in 
Germany, in France, in the Saar, in 
Luxembourg and Belgium, shall all be 
brought under the same—a common 
system of industrial law and regulation. 
The operating conditions, the trading 
rights and arrangements, the labor stan- 
dards are to be made approximately 
equal despite the fact that the Industrial 
region .is under four—or if one counts 
the Saar, five—different political govern- 
ments. 


THE French government has thus made 
a fundamental change in its attitude 
towards Germany. In piace of dismem- 
berment and prolonged inequality M 
Bidault and M. Schuman are offering 
Germany full equality ‘and a full Franco- 
German partnership in Europear affairs. 
is is the boldest, the wisest, the most 
r-reachi and constructive act of 
esmanship since the end of the war.

The present 
alcohol problem consists not of alcohol 
itself—but of the proper use of it in 
Tegards to its consumption. Europeans 
know now howto drink—we do not. 
It is this that the present education 
program will right immediately, not the 
abolition of -aleehol. 

A factor which..will increase juvenile 
delinquency will be a continued lack of 
proper recreational facilities. This means 
not only physical recreation—it means 
social recreation. 

Above all, the point,to be remembered 
is that conditions as they stand Aoday 
are far more detrimental to youthful 
thorals than legal and respectable drink- 
ing would be.

NEW . YORK(A_ P)—Dictators 
in the home breed bigots and 
the kind of persons who would 
follow dictators in government, 
a new study finds. 


It especially blames harsh and 
domineering fathtrs-for creating 
mahy Americans who are 
violentiy antisemitic or anti- 
Negro, or who are easy pickings 
for sponsors of intolerant move- 
ments. . 


The five-year study for the 


American Jewish Committee has | 


just been completed with public- 
ation of five books in a series 
entitied. “Studies..in Prejudice” 
(Harper afd Brothers). The 
authors are psychologists, 
sociologists, . psychiatrists and 
anthropologists. 

The purpose was to learn. more 
about what makes humans tick. 
Specifically, it was to learn why 
they may have deep religious or 
racial prejudices, or be swayed 
by agitators. 


Fathers must take a lot of the 
blame, says Dr. Samuel H.
